Labor coalitions, grassroots organiza- 
tions, churches, and youth groups throughout 
the state are preparing for a variety of events 
and demonstrations this week that coincide 
with the upcoming May Ist International Day 
of the Worker. 

None of the local events are expected 
to be as unifying or inspiring as the huge 
immigrant marches of one year ago. 

The civic momentum of last year’s civic 
participation was unilaterally credited with 
stopping the HR4437 Sensenbrenner Bill 
from passing Congress by organizing huge 
community marches with messages like: 
“Honor our Contributions” and “Today we 
March, Tomorrow we Vote,” “Unite Now,” 
“We are America.” 

In the last year, however, Homeland 
Security’s “Operation Return to Sender” raids 
by the Immigration and Customs Enforce- 
ment - ICE have become daily news and 
are creating fear and rising tensions in the 
immigrant community to a point that there 
is an assumption that immigrants will main- 
tain a low profile and stay away from public 
manifestations, particularly undocumented 
people and mixed-status families. 

Activists and immigrant advocates are 
split on the activities and messages they 
now want to support and how to best direct 
national dialogue on immigration reform to 
counter anti-immigrant rhetoric.

Clinton.

que se aprobase en una histórica 


decisión del Tribunal Supremo de 
EE.UU., en 1973 e indica que el 
método debe prohibirse debido a 
su “perturbadora similitud con el 
asesinato de un bebé recién nacido” 
y su “falta de respecto hacia la vida 
de los séres humanos”. 

Aunque no anima a su uso, 
la Asociación Médica de EE.UU. 
dijo en su día que no debería prohi- 
birse, mientras que el Colegio de 
Ginecólogos señaló que, aunque 
normalmente hay alternativas a 
este método, en algunos casos es el 
mejor procedimiento. 

Los grupos que llevaron la me- 
dida ante los tribunales señalan que 
el texto de la ley es demasiado vago 
y podría interpretarse de manera que 
incluiría también procedimientos 
menos controvertidos y que se em-

The Bush initiative imposes a series of requirements for legalizing 
the presence of a good part of the 12 million undocumerted foreigners 
calculated to live in this country, and it puts in place a number of other 


measures considered by opponents to be harmful to immigran

Immigration and a Vibrant Economy Act of 2007, known as STRIVE put 
forward by Reps. Luis Gutierrez (D-111.) and Jeff Flake (R-Ariz.).

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Mexico City lawmakers debate decriminalizing abortion 


Hundreds of pro-life and 
pro-choice activists demonstrated 
Tuesday outside Mexico’s capital 
municipal legislature as lawmakers 
debated a measure to decriminalize 
abortion. 

At the beginning of the session, 
a motion presented by. the rightist 
National Action Party (PAN) against 
the bill that would permit women to 
terminate pregnancies during the 
first trimester was defeated. 

In that first vote, the nation- 
ally governing conservatives could 
garner only 19 votes against 44 for 
the parties of the left in favor of 
reform. 

About 400 police stood guard 
outside the legislature amid dem- 
onstrations by supporters and op- 
ponents of the proposed measure, 
which would change the law by 
defining abortion as a termination 
carried out after the 12th week of 
pregnancy. 

About 500 people from leftist 
parties and a reproductive rights 
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legislative premises, the president 
of Provida (Pro-life), Jorge Serrano 
Limon, attended a Mass along with 
scores of fellow Catholics at the 
Mexico City cathedral. 

A group of conservative sym-

A good night’s 
sleep, knowing the best route to 
the test center and having all your 
materials ready the day before can 
make test day run smoothly. 

While the SAT is important, 
students need to keep the test in 
perspective, which is what col- 
leges do. 

“Colleges look at your over- 
all record - high school grades, 
extracurricular activities, teacher 
recommendations, essays and other 
materials you submit in the applica- 
tion process, so don’t put too much 
undue pressure on yourself with the 
SAT,” Montoya said.

Cozumel, Mexico — For eight 
centuries, Mayan women journeyed 
to this island off eastern Mexico's 
Yucatan Peninsula to pray at the 
temples of their fertility goddess, 
Ixchel. Millions of women, it's 
said, walked from villages across 
the Maya territories as far away as 
Honduras, then crossed the 12-mile 
channel from the mainland to the 
island in dugout canoes. 

The pilgrimages ended in early 
1519, when a fleet of Spanish galle- 
ons from Cuba showed up and 500 
soldiers in pantaloons and metal 
hats stormed ashore. 

It was the launch of the Span- 
ish conquistadores” invasion of 
Mexico, Cozumel having been 
picked as a first stop because they’d 
heard there was lots of gold on the 
30-mile-long island. There wasn’t, 
and two weeks later the little army 
packed up and sailed away, eventu- 
ally to start their main invasion far 
up the country's eastern coast at 
Veracruz. 

But they left something behind 
on Cozumel: smallpox. Within a 
few years, it had killed all but 30 
of the island’s 40,000 residents. Co- 
zumel stayed more or less unsettled 
until the mid-1800s, when it was re- 
populated by Mayan refugees from 
a bloody war on the mainland. 

Today, millions of visitors are 
again coming to Cozumel — not 
in canoes, but on jetliners, cruise 
ships and 850-passenger cross- 
channel ferries. Cruiseliners make 
over a thousand stops a year at 
San Miguel, Cozumel's main city, 
ranking the island as Mexico's 
most-visited cruise port. 

Besides grabbing bargains in 
the duty-free shops in San Miguel 
and flaking out on powdery, white- 
sand beaches around the island, 
many visitors hop into jeeps for a 
short ride inland to the two-square- 
mile sanctuary of Ixchel. Chances 
are, few are aware that their jeep 
caravans are bouncing along a 
paved road covering the centu- 
ries-old footsteps of the Mayan 
pilgrims. 

On the site, called San Jerva- 
sio, visitors scamper over Ixchel’s 
sacred alters, shrines and temples, 
then browse nearby souvenir stalls 
selling everything from cheap tee-

shirts and blankets to fine wood 
carvings. 

The Mayan religion “required 
all women to worship Ixchel (in 
Cozumel) at least once in their life,” 
according to Velio Vivas Valdes, 
Cozumel’s official cronista (histo- 
rian). Even today, he noted, offer- 
ings are still found at San Gervasio 
from time to time. 

Tourists should be aware that 
the ruins at San Jervasio and at other 
historical sites on the island pale in 
comparison to the archaeological 
wonderlands on the mainland, such 
as the coastal city of Tulum. And 
there’s no towering pyramids on Co- 


zumel as are found at the Yucatan’s 
inland mega-sites of Chitchen Itza, 
Coba and Uxmal. 

Visitors to Cozumel also won’t 
find the around-the-clock action en- 
joyed by spring breakers and other 
fun lovers just across the channel 
at Playa del Carmen and up the 
Yucatan coast at Cancun. 

Raul Marrufo, director of the 
Cozumel Promotion Board, says: 
“You'll find that in Cozumel, things 
happen comfortably, with a purpose 
— even if that purpose is to do noth- 
ing at all.”

didn’t spot them — they probably 
sailed right over them — but as things 
turned out, Cozumel really is loaded 
with treasures: The island is ringed 
by 30 coral reefs rated among the 
most spectacular in the world. 
Some 37 dive sites wind 
through the reefs, offering scuba 
divers and snorkelers a panorama of 
swaying gardens, sunken galleons, 
tunnels, rare trees of black coral, 
limestone caves and steep walls 
plunging to the ocean floor. Dart- 
ing around the virtually transparent 
aquamarine waters — so clear there’s 
up to 200 feet of visibility — are over 
500 kinds of fish, everything from 
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nurse sharks to large angelfish. 

Among the reefs’ adventures, 
divers can explore huge mounds of 
Bolones (coral heads, some as large 
as a two-car garage) at Chankanaab 
Park, face off with great groupers 
and moray eels at Tormentos or 
descend 120 feet into the brilliant 
green abyss of San Francisco. 

Palancar, the most famous 
site, is a magnificent mountain of 
coral heads crowned with red gor- 
gonian fans and enormous yellow 
sponges. 

Getting here: Airlines fly 
nonstop to Cozumel from most 
major gateway cities in the U.S. 
Visitors staying in Cancun or along 
the Riviera Maya cross the channel 
on jet-powered water ferries that 
make hourly runs to San Miguel 
from the mainland city of Playa del 
Carmen. The trip takes a little over 
a half-hour each way. 

Staying here: Cozumel offers 
two-dozen tourist class hotels, all 
told with 4,000 rooms. They range 
from large resort properties such as 
the 348-room Park Royal Cozumel 
to COZy, seaside inns.
